Flying Furnace" Soars 23,000 


Feet With Chamberlin At Stick 


New York, Ja'n..25 TAP).—Clarence 


Chamberlin reached a height of- 
ficially estimated at about 23.000 
feet Sunday in his first altitude at- 
tempt with an oil motored plane. 


Chamberlin took off at 3:30 p. m., 


watched by a large crowd at Floyd 
Bennett airport, and landed an hour 
and five minutes later. 
His alti- 


meter showed a height of only 17,000 
feet, but when John Heinmuller. of 
the National Aeronautical associa- 
tion, examined the barograph he 
said the height probably would be 
23.000. The barograph will be sent 
to Washington-fcr-calibration. 


Chamberlin, who flew the Atlantic 


to Germany in 1927, Was using a 
plane powered with a Diessel engine 
burning ordinary furnace oil. 
In 


this "flying furnace," Chamberlin 
recently made flights from Jersey 
City. N, J., to Washington and re- 


turn. 
On the return leg of his 


journey to the capital Chamberlin 
said.he used only 70 cents' worth 
of fuel oil. 


When he reached a height of 


about 15.000 feet in his altitude at- 
tempt, he said his altimeter be- 
came frozen. He began using oxy- 
gen from a small tank. • 


It was 10 below zero near the 


highest point 
and the wind was 


blowing at gale1 velocity. Although 
he was headed west, the plane was 
buffeted 
north - eastward 
over 


Queens. 
Chamberlin said he did 


not regain his bearings until he had 
started the descent. 


Both Chamberlin and Heinmuller 


expressed themselves pleased, with 
the results. 


"I've never seen a better rate of 


climb in any altitude test," said 
Heinmuller.

York on charges of embezzlement 
and passmc worthless checks, disap- 
peared from here about two weeks 
ago. 


Mrs. Heinde! received reporters 


this morning, but refused to say 
exactly when her husband disap- 
peared. She admitted receiving no 
word from Heindel since he left, 
and said she does not know where 
he Is. 


Neither Mrs. Heindel nor Heindel's 


aged mother, Mrs. William Heindel, 
who is with her daughter-in-law, 
would discuss the man's disap- 
pearance, both apparently being 
overwhelmed by the unpleasant 
notoriety which has developed. 


Came Here Last Fall 


Mrs. Heindel said she and her 


husband moved to Gettysburg from 
York last fall so that their daughter 
might attend public schools here. 
Both the mother and wife of Hein- 
del blamed the depression for the 
man's present plight. 


On January 16. Sheriff John C. 


Wible levied on the personal prop- 
erty of Mr. and Mrs. Heindel to 
satisfy two executions, totaling $470, 
held by a Carlisle finance company. 
Heindel's automobile was taken in 
the levy and turned over to the 
Carlisle firm. At that time. Sheriff 
Wible said, Heindel was missing. 


Heindel is being sought to answer 


charges of embezzlement and pass- 
ing worthless. checks_tha£ total_m>v 
ward of $25,000, according to word 
from York. It is understood this 
sum may be considerably increased 
by other informations, one of them 
having to do with missing funds of 
one of York's leading churches. 


Wanted In York 


Constable Ralph Keech, of York, 


at present holds warrants based up- 
on 10 transactions with two of Hein- 
del's alleged victims. These infor-

Gettysburg Minister Says It 
Is M e r e l y Self-deception, 
"Greatest Of AH Vanities." 


"If any man among you seems to 


be religious and bridleth not his 
tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, 
this man's religion is vain." , 


That twenty-sixth verse 
of. the 


first chapter of James was the text 
and "Vain Religion" was the'subject 
Sunday morning of the first sermon 
preached by the Rev. Frederick B. 
Crane at the Gettysburg Presby- 
terian church since his formal in- 
stallation as pastor last Tuesday. 


The Rev. Mr. Crane deplored gos- 


sip and pleaded for a control of the 
tongue at all times, especially when 
speaking of others. ' 


"Let's put out of our lives any- 


thing that smacks of gossip," he 
pled. He declared that "self-decep- 
tion is the greatest vanity of all 
vanities," and that gossip is self 
deception. 


At the evening service,'the Rev. 


Mr. Crane used-as his text: "Be- 
jhold. I stond aj the door and knock^ 
if anylman hear my voice and open 
the door, I will come in to him, and 
will sup with him, and he with me," 
taken from Revelation 3:20. 


Pleas of Jesus 


He said that "Jesus never gets 


tired of knocking at our hearts and 
never quits pleading with us to let 
him in." He used the story of the 
prodigal son .and the shepherd and 
his sheep, one of which was lost 
during the storm. He wasn't satis- 
fied to have the ninety-and-nine 
safely in the fold, he went out to 
find the lost one, the minister said. 
"So with Jesus, as long as one of 
us fails to open our hearts to Him, 
He continues to plead."

The Church of (he Sacred Heart, 
better known as Conowago Chapel, 
and its history belongs rather to the 
history of the Christian church in 
America than to any present divi­ 
sion of the United States. 
It was 
here before the sturdy Irish and 
Germans crossed the Susquehanna, 
and may bo said to be contemporary 
with the church of St. Peter’s, at 
Baltimore. 
From what has been 
learned of tile beginnings of this 
church, it dates back to the period 
of tile Iroquois and Algonquin wars. 
The Caughnawagas, a branch of the 
Algonquin race, rambled south from 
the great lakes, settled for a time in 
this vicinity, and were here to offer 
a welcome and a home to the first 
Jesuit fathers. 
Josiah Grayton, S. 
J., often called “Father Creighton,” 
was the first of the fathers who 
made any direct reference to Caugh- 
nawaga of tile Susquehanna. 
In 
1720 he came here and offered up 
services in the wilderness, making, 
it Is said, the wigwam a temple. 


Within a few years a cabin was 
erected, which was used until 1740, 
when the Rev. William Wappeler, 
S. J., had a new log building erected 
in the vicinity of the present church.

CHOOSING THE HYMNS 
(From Public ledger) 
It is a brave group which attempts to revise any hymnal. There 
is so much ;nore than mere words or melodies to the hymns which 
have echoed, some of them for generations, alike through the “little 
brown church in the wildwood’’ and the impressive cathedral, that to 
say this one may stay and that one must go is a task at once difficult 
and dangerous. 
But a commission from three branches of the Methodist Church 
has done just that, in bringing the accepted hymnbook up to date. 
Some 200 hymns have been declared obsolete or exaggerated in im­ 
agery and officially eliminated. An equal number of new hymns has 
been added. 
Tile commission, however, unanimously retained the old favorites. 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee” received not one dissenting vote. Nor did 
“Rock of Ages.” 
And scores of others which grandmother sang not 
only in church but at home in the evening or in the neighborhood 
group gathered around the parlor organ in her girlhood—they. too. 
were retained. 
This commission has acted wisely. 
But its wisdom has come, 
largely, from its ratification of the processes of natural selection. 
Hymns do not live alone in books 
There are those who know every 
word, every syllable, every note of “Rock of Ages” who never saw it 
set down in black and white. They learned its majestic measures in 
childhood, for great hymns have that peculiar folk quality of passing 
from generation to generation by word of mouth. 
And even those 
hymns which are frankly exaggerated in imagery have and always will 
have their devotees if they have that vastly more vital quality, emo­ 
tional inspiration. 
It is something more than words which relegates 
a hymn into oblivion, just as it is something more than words which 
lifts a hymn to lasting life.

Old War Claim 


Frederick, 
Jan. 
25.—Frederick's 
sixty-nine-year-old civil war claim 
of $200,000 against tile federal gov­ 
ernment wps revived when Repre­ 
sentative David J. Lewis, sixth con­ 
gressional district, said that he in­ 
tended to make the Frederick claim 
an amendment to the claim of Bal­ 
timore for $171,034.31, re-introduced 
in the senat last week by Senator 
Tydings. of Maryland. 
Frederick paid $200,000 on a de­ 
mand made by General Jubal Early 
July 9. 1864. 
The 
United 
States 
government 
had 
warehouses 
in 
Frederick containing vast quantities 
of quartermasters’ stores and hos­ 
pital supplies. Hearing of the ap­ 
proach of 
the 
Confederate army, 
the stores were removed. 
General Efcrly first demanded a 
large 
quantity of provisions and 
medical -supplies, but upon learning 
that the stores had been removed, 
issued another order for $200,000 in 
cash under threat of burning the 
city. 
The money was taken from 
Frederick banks, given over to rep­ 
resentatives of General Early and a 
receipt taken for the amount. From 
time to time efforts have been made 
to have the government reimburse 
Frederick, which still owes the lebt.

CHOOSING THE HYMNS 


(From Public Ledger) 


It is a brave group which attempts to revise any hymnal. There 


is so much /nore than mere words or melodies to the hymns which" 
have echoed, some of them for generations, alike through the "little 
brown church in the wildwood" and the impressive cathedral, that to 
say this one may stay and that one must go is a task at once difficult 
and dangerous. 


But a commission from three branches of the Methodist Church 


has done just that, in bringing the accepted hymnbook up to date. 
Some 200 hymns have been declared obsolete or exaggerated in im- 
agery and officially eliminated. An equal number of new hymns has 
been added. 


The commission, however, unanimously retained the old favorites. 


'•Nearer, My, God, to Thee", received not one dissenting vote. Nor did 
"Rock of Ages." And scores' of others which grandmother sang not 
only in church.but at home in the evening or in the neighborhood 
group gathered around the parlor organ in her girlhood—they, too, 
were "retained/ ' 


This commission has acted wisely. But its wisdom has come, 


largely, from its ratification''^ the processes 'of natural selection. 
Hymns do not live alone in books. There are those who know every 
word, every syllable, every nfate of "Rock of "Ages" who never saw it 


' set, down in black and white. They learned its majestic measures" in 


childhood, for great hymns have that peculiar folk quality of passing 
from generation to generation by word of mouth. And even those 
hymns which are frankly exaggerated in imagery have and always will 
have their devotees if they have that vastly more vital quality, emo- 
tional inspiration. It is something more than words which relegates 
a hymn intx> oblivion, just as it is something more than words which 
lifts a hymn to lasting life.
